How a Practical Tree Planter Sought to Intro* 


v dace a New Industry and Was Foiled 


by the Authorities. 


R. H. Anderson, has come Into town 


from prolonged tenting on public land 
near Waimea, Oahu, and a intich dis- 
gusted man'he is at theJancf policy 
of the Government as his :&i)erlence 
has made it appear. With hJsJjWfe arid 
child he is putting up at the.cottage, 
of his" brother, J^llbur A. Anderson, one. 
of the teachers in Oahu -Colleige.'.: Mr. 
Anderson is an expert rubber cultivator 
and he came here under distinct Gov- 
ernment encouragement to start the 
rubber industry in Hawaii. How he 
has tared, since his arrival may best 
be told by himself. 


To an Advertise* reporter Mr. An- 


derson last night made a statement as 
follows: 
"I came, here a year ago last June 


with quite a considerable acquaintance 
with the cultivation of rubber. I had 
an idea that these Islands would be a 
suitable place to try It At least I pre- 
ferred the climate to that of Mexico. 


'Before deciding to come I had writ- 


ten to Mr. Boyd, then Commissioner of 
Public Lands, and received certain in- 
formation from him. After my arrival 
Mr. Boyd .told me where there were 
several tracts of land available. I look- 
ed them over and finally I settled on 
a valley on the other side of this island 
near Waimea, 


'Mr. Boyd said the lease was run out 


and that the Government intended to 
settle the land. Then I told him just 
what I wanted. He seemed much in- 
terested, in my intention and told me to 
make out my application. Although 
I said I did not desire publicity In the 
matter, he gave out my application to 


published in the Advertiser. 


"He told me that surveyors were go- 


ing up shortly and advised me that it 
would be better I should be there when 
they went. Accordingly I got a tent 
and went up.

Boyd kept sending word that 


the surveyors would be. out, but every 
time the day passed wl£h no surveyor 
on the scene. 


"So things ran along until the- new

They will 
need ipesh meat, and where can they 
get It better than the ranches of Ha- 
waii? Tou have*more and better ba- 
nanas than Honolulu can supply and 
when the time comes I am quite sure 
you win be able to, furnish all the oth- 
er fruits ana vegetables, that your soil 
can" produce. 
The .American' people 


have never failed, no matter how great 
the emergency, and ln such- a case, 
with the' additional stimulation of a 
profitable trade, I am quite sure Hllo 
will be. found ready to supply foreign 
shipping under the foreign flags, as 
well as American shipping under the 
American flag." 


Delegate Kuhlo was greeted 
with 


applause when be took the platform, 
and after speaking a few words in 
English he begged leave to make his 
address in Hawaiian, as the majority 
of those present were of that race. His 
general argument was that the Ha- 
wailans could not get anything unless 
they fell in'line with those in power. 
Of course it followed that the party 
In power have the giving of the most 
offices. 


He related the experience of McKln- 


ley, who was beset by politicians on 
ail sides for political favors, and the 
wisdom which it required of tbe~Presi- 
dent to select his advisers. HcKinley 
chose Mark Hanna because of his in- 
fluence and the work be could accom- 
plish. -Governor Carter occupied a sim- 
ilar position, in Hawaii, and it devolv- 
ed upon the young men and members 
of-, the Toung Men's1* Republican Club 
to'prove their worth and strength. If 
this organization 
could control the 


votes, then they would receive recog- 
nition and could demand what they 
wanted at the hands of the Governor. 


He then referred to the claims of the 


Democrats that Parker would be elect- 
ed, but from his view of the national 
situation he assured his hearers that 
Roosevelt would be the next president. 
The Republicans have been in power 
for many years, and the Hawaiians 
could not expect to receive considera- 
tion of a Republican Congress unless 
they Joined the party in power. He re- 
ferred to the difficulties which con- 
fronted him in Washington, the ignor- 
ance of national legislators on Hawai- 
ian affairs and conditions. 
Senator 


Mark Hanna was the first man he met 
on his arrival at Congress, and he re- 
ceived much helpful advice and Inspira- 
tion from- President McKinley's right 
hand man. He was told by Senator 
Hanna that "for the Hawaiians to re- 
main In a party of their own, to estate, 
llsh cC color line and oppose the whites, 
meant that they would be classed with 
the negroes,' whom they were not He 
was able to secure Hawaiian legislation 
only after the greatest difficulty, and 
soon discovered that Congress needed 
education on Hawaiian matters. %This 
he was doing and was sanguine of sue 
cess-if re-elected and permitted to car- 
ry on the work he had commenced. 


The speaker reverted to the, proposed 


bill making the Hawaiian language the 
official language of the' legislature for 
a period of ten years. This he explain- 
ed was intended to keep alive the na- 
tive tongue and permit Hawaiian mem 
bers to Introduce bills in their own lan- 
guage without being compelled to have 
..the same translated first Into English. 
The Delegate 
declared that every 


patriotic man must be in politics. A 
man "who did not take an interest in 
politics was not Inspired by a patriotic 
love of country. He had advised Rev. 
S. L. Deaha to do BO, against the lat- 
ter's will, and pointed with pride to the 
splendid work he had accomplished. 


Other speakers addressed the meet- 


ing. Including. D. Kalauokalanl Jr., who 
two years ago supported the Home Rule 
party and visited Hilo with Delegate 
Wilcox and his father, Senator Kalau- 
okalanl, making stump speeches over 
the Island. When the party became 
disorganized young Kalauokalanl had 
the courage-of his convictions, deserted 
his father's party, and is now a staunch 
supporter of the Republican cause. 
Sheriff Andrews also made a short 
speech In Hawaiian.

The upsetting of the old "sys- 
tem of government physicians with 
their various functions by the cutting 
down of appropriations brings the 
twenty and odd districts of the Ter- 
ritory into more direct responsibility 
of the Board of Health than hereto- 
fore. 


President Plnkham found the renov- 


ation of the Hllo hospital completed 
and the Institution 'in beautiful order 
and keeping. "It w.uld almost make 
one wish to be sick and get {to there," 
the President says, "when the perfect 
cleanliness and wnolesomeness of the 
hospital are observed."

found In faultless condition. There are 
three patients in it under special treat* 
ment by Dr, Bice. An elderly woman 
had a Bible and spectacles on a table 
by her bedside, which made the scene 
like a New England, farmhouse inte- 
rior, when Mr. Plnkham visited the 
hospital.

the courts. Where a fishery right is 
traceable back to an original grant, 
the case will be submitted to the Cir- 
cuit Court'and decided pro forma. 
If 


the i losing party be dissatisfied with 
the decision, the case may be carried 
to the Territorial Supreme , Court, 
whose decision may also be a pro forma 
one, 
so as to speed the case up to 


the Federal Supreme Court for deter- 
mination. 


Fishery rights finally establlhsed will, 


under the Organic Act, be subject to 
condemnation proceedings brought by 
the Attorney General. The Judgments 
would be payable out of any moneys 
In the treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated, first having to be voted for 
payment by the Legislature. 
Ques- 


tioned on the supposition that the Leg- 
islature might deem the expenditure as 
one the Territory could not afford, the 
Attorney General says he supposes that 
then the owners of vested fishery rights, 
would continue to enjoy them until the 
United States Congress provided other 
means for buying them out.

WHEN TRAINS HAD 


NO SCHEDULES 


A most interesting relic was turned 


up here several days-ago while employ- 
es at the Pennsylvania depot 
were 


clearing away an old case, in which 
had been stored a number of records. 
It is the first book of rules Issued by 
the Pittsburg, Ft. Wayne and Chicago 
Railway. When the book was Issued 
the road- was 472 miles long, but the 
official time card gives the 
correct 


length now at 468 miles. 
Forty-five 


years ago, when this book was firat 
given to the trainmen, the train dis- 
patcher was an unknown quantity. To 
take his place maxiumum speeds were 
set forth in the rule book, and which 
are decidedly Interesting in these days 
of 75 miles an hour. It is said: "The 
maximum speed for passenger trains 
shall be a mile In a minute and a half- 
—and In four minutes over large bridg- 
es—and for freight ^trains a mile in four 
minutes." Another section insists that 
"freights must keep out of the way of 
passenger trains." 


The whistle played an Important part 


In railroading in those days, (t was to 
be kept sounding most of the time. The 
fireman was enjoined thus: 


"Throwing wood from 
the tender 


while the same Is In motion, is strictly 
forbidden." 


Another rule says that "when live 


stock Is ahead on the track, the engine 
must be stopped, if possible, and the 
live stock driven off to prevent ac- 
cident. Delays caused by a 
careful 


observance of this rule will be a good 
excuse for being behind time and los- 
ing connections with trains on other 
roads." 


If baggage was not claimed at way 


stations. It was ordered taken to Crest- 
llne and stored. 


The duties'outlined for the conductor 


would indicate that he was Janitor of 
the train. He was to1 see that'*a suffi- 
cient numbers of cars were provided, 
are securely coupled together and pro- 
vided with bell ropes, and they are 
clean and provided with lamps trimm- 
ed, fires kindled, and that the passen- 
gers are comfortably seated. He was 
also required to se that enough drink- 
ing water was kept in the tanks, that 
the floors were > kept clean and that 
the wood was not piled around the 
stdve. 


For fear he might have some some 


time to loaf, the tickets were so pre- 
pared that he had to punch every one 
at 13 different stations along the route. 
As these station were 10 to 50 miles 
apart, the conductor was kept busy, at 
least on heavy traflc days. Still, it was 
feared he might have time banging 
heavy on his' hands, and another .rule 
was provided that required him to as- 
sist agents in loading and unloading 
baggage. As for freights, one rule 
read: A few hours delay for a local 
freight is of little or no consequence as 
compared with the interests of the 
road's patrons." 
v 
Brakemen were required to ride on 


the platforms of the cars, excepting in 
inclement weather. Engineers were en- 
Joined to take up slack of cars Slowly, 
"so as not to Jar passengers, or upset 
freight." Watchmen, It is set forth, 
'have been employed on the track at 
night where the line Is liable to be 
obstructed by falling 
trees."—Upper

Details of the Party.

KAILUA, Sept. 8.—The Mauna Loa 


arrived this morning bringing delegates" 
to the Republican West Hawaii district 
convention from Kau and Kona districts. 
The convention was called to order in 
the court house which was decorated 
with flags. 


Senator J. D. Paris presided and-stat- 


ed the object of the meeting. On the. 
platform with the chairman was Secre- 
tary A. L. C. Atkinson, bedecked with 
leis, the offerings of natives along the 
route from Hookena to Kailua. About 
twenty delegates were present, and 
many proxies were presented. 


The chair stated that according to rule 


the East and" West Hawaii 
districts 


should meet jointly for the selection of 
nominees for senatorships, but owing 
to the difficulty of so meeting, it had 
been agreed that each, district would 
endorse one another's selections. On 
the third of September the Hilo district 
convention had passed a resolution that 
if West Hawaii would endorse Senator 


T. Brown, as the selection of the 
ilo district convention for Senator, 


they would endorse the majority selec- 
tion of West Hawaii. 


J. K. Nahale, the "Mark Hanna of 


West Hawaii," moved that the conven- 
tion endorse J. T. Brown. The motion 
carried unanimously. 


Geo. P. Kamauoha, one of die strong- 


est Hawaiian Republicans on the west 
shore and who had been in the lead of 
the race for the Senatorial nomination, 
arose, and in an enthusiastic speech, no- 
minated George C. Hewitt, of Waio- 
Unu, Kau, as the Senatorial candidate. 
The speaker said that Mr. Hewitt waa 
a man well flitted by business experi- 
ence and knowledge of public affairs as 
the right man to fill the right place. 


J. K. Nahale, in seconding the nomi- 


nation, called attention to what the Re- 
publican party stood for in Hawaii. He 
believed that the party had made good 
in all that the platform had expressed, 
and said that with George Hewitt rep- 
resenting West Hawaii, the big Island's 
best Interests would be guarded. 
He 


said the Republican party, at least on. 
Hawaii, stood for three principles, and 
the administration had carried them 
out. There were citizen labor, lands for 
scool income and liberal nomesteadlng 
laws'. He admired the stand taken by 
the Carter administration in enforcing' 
tbe citizen labor law, and cited the Oo- 
kala and Hookena roads as instances 
where Hawaiian had been entirely sub- 
stituted for Japanese labor. In conclu- 
sion he said that Hewitt had the con- 
fidence of tbe administration and he 
would be the friend of the Hawaiians. 


Chairman Paris said that Mr. Hewitt 


was no stranger in Hawaii, that all his 
interests were in the big island and he 
had also married a Hawaiian. 


A rising and unanimou^ vote of the 


convention made Mr. Hewitt the West 
Hawaii candidate. tylr. Hewitt thank- 
ed the convention for the honor con-« 
ferred upon hm and hoped to win out 
in the election. 


The nomination of candidates for the 


House of Representatives was then in 
order. Mr. Holstein, permanent chair- 
man of the Republican Territorial con- 
vention in Hilo was put in nomination. 
At this juncture a recess was taken as 
Secretary Atkinson had to leave in the 
Mauna Loa for Lahaina. The Secre- 
tary was given a rousing ovation upon 
his departure both from the convention 
and at the wharf, where an aged Ha- 
waiian olied long and enthusiastically in 
his honor

THE RUSSIAN CRUISER LENA. 


The case of the Russian auxiliary 


cruiser Lena Is an Interesting one. She 
has evidently been coursing along the 
\rack of the trans-Pacific liners and, 
being without, news for some time, has 
gone to San Francisco^ to get It. Sus- 
picion that she is not disabled, as her 
commander claims, has led . Admiral 
Goodrich and a force of inspectors to 
go on board to make a personal exam- 
ination. If disabilities exist, it is a 
nice question fas to whether the Lena 
can stay in port and repair without dis- 
arming and laying by until'the war Is 
over. The American auxiliary cruiser 
Tale, In the war of 1898, 
was permitted 


to repair In a French port and then go; 
but In the present war China, Germany 
and France have compelled the shat- 
tered refugee ships from Port Arthur 
to choose between leaving port or go- 
Ing out of commission.

leaves San Francisco, that she maj 
drop in at 


live stock, or from 
U08 to 1.654,451 head In i»04 at. the five 
markets of Chicago, Kansas City, 
>maha,-St. Louis and St. Joseph. Cat- 
tle receipts fell off 42 per cent; calves, 
54 per cent; hogs, 38 per cent;'rtieep,.«. 
>er cent, and horses and mules 9 per 
sent. In the number of cars of stock 
larwled the month's record shows a 
decrease In traffic of railroads from 52,- 
762 cars in July, 1908, to 80,741 cars In 
July, 1904, or a loss of 41 per cent. 


In the receipts of animals there was 


a shrinkage, comparing July of this 
year with July of last year, of 87.3 per 
cent at Chicago, 45.4 per cent at Kan- 
sas City, 52.4 per cent at Omaha, and 
:0.9 per cent at St. Louis and .44.4 'per 
cent at St. Joseph. The shrinkage in 
carloads was* 41.9 per cent , at Chicago, 
1.1 per cent at Kansas City, 52.4 per 
cent at Omaha, 3L6 per cent at St. 


ouis and 459 per cent at St. Joseph. 
The returns from the markets taken 


separately show as a rule that while 
receipts fell off rapidly local .consump- 
tion was ; still more notably reduced. 
At Chicago, for instance, city use and 
ocal consumption were only one-half 
that of July, 1903, at Kansas City less 
than half, at Omaha 60 per cent less, 
and at St. Joseph 69 per cent 
^. 


Comparing receipts for seven mtaths' 


at these five markets, the total of this 
year was on July 31 .still well in adr 
vance of either that of 1902 or 1903. 
Chicago's arrivals were slightly ahead 
of 1903, but below thoae of 1902, and 
Omaha and St. Joseph 'dropped below 
the receipts of 1903. St. Louis ran far 
ahead of 1903. Kansas City had a nar- 
row margin left in favor of this sea- 
son's receipts. •

Another phase of commercial impor- 


ance In the state of cut-meat stocks at 
Chicago, Kansas City, Omaha and Mil- 
waukeer The average of stocks on hand 
at 'the end of each of +he first six 
months of this year was 281,165,126 
pounds,' while the total at the end -of 
Tuly was 268,457,558 pounds. The ex- 
tent of shrinkage in cut-meat stocks 
was therefore only 4.5 per cent from 
the average for the first half of the 
year. The shrinkage In local consump- 
ion of cattle, hogs and sheep at Chi- 
cago, Kansas City, Omaha and St. 
Joseph was 56.3 per cent, comparing 
corresponding periods. The consump- 
Jon of -hogs alone averaged at these 
lour markets during the first six 
months of the year 1,048,250 head 
monthly, compared with 469,322 head In 
July, or a decrease of 55.2 per cent. 


THE NORTHERN CAMPAIGN. 


One of the two most 
Interesting 


questions j>t the war is where the 
northern' Japanese army will stop. Its 
eaders are too astute to be lured on, 
far from their base, in a region to 
which the enemy's railroad is all the 
time bringing hostile re-enforcements. 
Will the Japanese stop at Mukden, for- 
tifying the passes beyond and har- 
rassing the enemy- with small raids, or 
win they feel secure In looking for a 
more northward base? Mukden was 
the limit of their northern occupation 
in ,1895. Tet to round out this cam- 
paign scientifically they need Harbin, 
!00 miles further on and the junction 
of the main Manchurian railway line 
with the Vladivostok division. Possess- 
ed of that strategic point they might 
snap their fingers at Russia— if well 
Intrenched— and cut off Vladivostok 
from its source of supplies. 


But 300 miles north of Mukden means 


550 miles from Dalny and 1,150 miles 
from Nagasaki— a long way from one's 
base, though a short enough distance 
as compared to that of the Russians 
from their principal depots of supply. 
Are the Japanese prepared to go that 
far and leave inen enough Intrenched 
at Klrin, Mukden, LJaoyang, Antung 
and Feng-wang-Cheng, not forgetting 
the passes between, to ensure a re- 
treat without disaster? If there Is any 
truth in the statement that Kuropat- 
kln will be re-enforced by October with 
192',000 men and 1100 guns, then Japan 
will need a very much larger force 
than she has in the field at present.

In the far end of Kau -district, once 


the receptacle of flow after flow of 
hissing lava from the belching moun- 
tain of Mauna Loa the traveller* may 
find much to divert his attention from 
•the busy cares, of life and recall to 
mind the days when the Hawaiian 
people there had no mingling of races 
to obscure their nationality. 


By stage and steamer routes the 


Kau district is easily reached ana the 
traveller Is carried through and past 
a portion of the island which teems 
with surprising geological and scenic 
features. • 


AN INTERESTING DRIVE. 


Prom the Volcano House the travel- 


ler is taken to lower Kau by stage or 
lighter vehicles. The road near the 
Kilauea crater leads past cracks in the 
surface from which clouds of steam 
continually arise. A somewhat rough 
road is overtaken for a period, which 
gradually leads Into a fine stretch of 
highway, as good as one meets with 
on a: Honolulu boulevard. 
On fcotb. 


sides are great expanses of lava( most- 
ly the sharp pronged and tough aa, 
the kind which rips and tears shoes 
and wears i the hoofs off from cattle 
and horses! It is Interesting to per- 
ceive, springing from this desolate 
stretch, trees, ferns and grasses. These: 
soil-makers assemble good earth and 
'more trees and grasses spring up, un- 
til now the country Is embroidered 
with verdure. 


Par down below the outer rims of 


Kilauea the road brings the traveller 
to a country covered with grass where 
thousands of cattle browse and grow 
fat Ono'the right hand the burning 
mountain! of Mauna Loa( With a chain 
of craters showing clearly along the 
ridge, looms up majestically, the sum- 
mit just tipped with fleecy clouds, and 
in the far distance to the south the sea 
shimmers The road continues on a 
down stretch-,untll the stage reaches 
the seashore at Honuapo, giving . the 
traveller an opportunity' to watch with 
growing interest a panorama of ex- 
traordinary scenic interest. 
Five or 


six miles before reaching Fahala plan- 
tation, a new, macadamized road Is 
met with and then the stage bowls a- 
long with scarcely a Jar until the 
plantation is reached. 


Barring the ravages of the leaf hop- 


per at this place, the country shows 
magnificent agricultural possibilities. 
As far up as the eye can' reach the 
cane lands are stretched. Where there 
-is no cane, cattle by thousands find ex- 
cellent 
fodder, 
and 
hundreds 
ot 


Kau Nightingales or donkeys find grass 
•which makes them sleek and fat. 


ON SMOOTH ROADS. 


The road between Pahala and Honn- 


'apo, passing through Hilea and one or 
•two other small villages is a fine ex- 
ample of the transportation facilities 
in the outer districts of the Islands. 
Along its entire stretch it Is smooth 
and of easy grades. The greatest care 
has been shown in putting in a good 
foundation, giving it in many places 
the appearance of a railway roadbed. 
Prom the edge of the road on the right 
hand side to where the clouds sail a- 
long the slopes of the mountains, are 
great fields of sugar cane. Miniature 
-forests of kukui and other Island trees 
dot the landscape here and 
there. 


Close to the sea shore, however, is a 
great mass of dark, almost black lava, 
where the fiery liquid stone pushed far 
out into the sea before It cooled. This 
is particularly true near Punaluu. 


THRIVING VILLAGES. 


Honuapo is a bustling shipping 'port 


when the flagship Mauna Loa ot the 
Inter-Island line arrives to take on 
sugar and discharge freight. At this 
port the product of the Hiitchlnson 
plantation company is taken aboard, 
while ai Punaluu, a little farther on, 
the Pahkla plantation ships its sugar. 
Makino's hotel at Honuapo gives ex- 
cellent accommodation for travellers. 


Naalehu is a pretty place, with homes 


of the manager and employees which 
have been made as artistic in sur- 
roundings as one would desire. 
At 


Waiohinu, the traveller, who has been 
in search of a village more or less 
typical of the country life of Hawal- 
ians, can have his wish fulfilled. 
It is 


a quaint little place. The government 
road is the main thoroughfare through 
the hamlet.

From Honuapo up around the Kau 


and Kona coasts unfolds a.panorama 
which must be seen to be understood. 
True the coast line is rugged, the re- 
a^ilt of numberless lava flows; but the 
quaint little villages which" adorn the 
coast, surrounded by cocoanut trees, 
palms, shrubs and grass, make an In- 
teresting break in a very pleasant voy- 
age. These little towns are but landing 
places, from which the steamer takes 
now a horse or two, now a package of 
hats, now a score of well-fed, fat-look- 
ing cattle, now a half-dozen passengers, 
covered with leis. 'As the vessel goes 
further north the shore scene becomes 
more Interesting as the hills become 
more and more covered with grass and 
'trees. 


COOK'S MONUMENT. 


When the steamer reaches Napoo- 


poo, the traveller knows he has come 
to the bay made famous by the visit 
of Captain Cook, the great English 
navigator, in his frigate, the Discovery. 
For 'here it was, just across the bay 
where 
Captain Cook, after 
being 


thought the god Lono by the Hawai- 
lans, laid down hie life. Here in the 
early part of the nineteenth century 
the British government left a copper 
slab inscribed to the memory of- Cook.. 
The same copper plate is now in the 
possession of 'Mr. Leslie at Napoopoo, 
a relic of great value. 
'•'. 


On the spot where Cook was killed is 


the monument erected to the. 76*8_J>y 
countrymen of his. The place Is sur- 
rounded by Jagged rocks. A fence of 
chain surrounds .the shaft and grass 
was once sown in the enclosure, but it 
Is now overgrown with weeds. It Is 
probable that the British 
warship 


Shearwater, which will be here In No- 
vember, will visit the site and clean up 
the'place and make it presentable for 
the next two years, it being the cus- 
tom of the British government to take 
care of the spot in this manner. 


BURIAL CLIFFS. 


A cliff rises abruptly from Kealake- 


kua Bay just between Cook's monu- 
ment and Napoopoo, magnificent in its 
ruggedness. 
Numerous caves show 


their black mouthe in the face of the 
cliff and here it is Relieved that in an- 
cient times the kings and chiefs were 
laid away for burial, the secret of the 
interment remaining with but few peo- 
ple. 


KAILUA WORTH SEEING. 


At Kailua where the first missionaries 


landed are many things worth seeing. 
First there are the remains of Kame- 
hameha the Great's fort, built of lava 
stones. Across is the site of the ancient 
royal residences. Then there is the site 
of the first missionary church. Back 
Into the hills are to be seen the great 
agricultural possibilities of the big is- 
land. 
Coffee grows . luxuriantly and 


from here Is shipped to the world, al- 
though yet in small quantities, the fa- 
mous Kona coffee. 


It is this part of the island, more 


closely related to nature than to the 
northern or Hilo section, that travellers 
and health seekers are generally likely 
to miss, but which is well worth the 
trip.

JAPANESE SEIZE GOAL 


MINES NEAR YENJAI

TOKIO, September 12.—The Japanese have taken possession of 


the Yentai coal mines. Russian losses at Liaoyang were 25,000, and 
Japanese 17,500.

To Japanese Consul, Honolulu. 


Marshal Oyama reports that our right army occupied Yentai 


colliery and Yamentze Hill after fighting of fourth and fifth of Sep- 
tember. The enemy'-s main force is believed to have retired to the 
north of the Hun River. Natives say that the enemy sent by train 
over 10,000 killed and wounded men to the north. We buried over 
3000 Russians left on the field. The enemy, before evacuation, 
burned magazines near the railway station but we captured immense 
quantities of provisions and ammunition. 


Our total casualties in the battle of Liaoyang and its vicinity 


since August 26th amount to 17,539; whereof 4866 were in the right 
army, 4992 in the center and 7681 in the left. 136 officers were killed 
and 464 were wounded. 
TAKAHIRA. 


This official statement of the Japanese ?ho\vs that the Russians 


have retired to the north of the Hun River, but does not claim that 
the Russians have evacuated Mukden as was cabled several days 
apn. The Htm River, the largest tributary of the Liao River, runs 
eastward from the Liao and crosses the Siberian railway about 
four miles south of Mukden. From the Hun River north to Tiding, 
the point whe-c it is supposed that the Russians wiil make a great 
stand, is a distance of over thirty miles. In this stretch -of country 
the railway and highway passes through preat valleys and rriountain 
pr.sses which will furnish a great natural defense for the retreating 
Russians. 


The Ycntai coal mines are on a branch line of the Port Arthur 


railway, about twenty miles east of the city of Yentai. The capture 
of this- pbrc i? important, as it gives the Japanese coal supplies at

THE SUGAR MARKET. 


Raw sugar still holds at 4^55*. >n New York. Although there is every reason 


for assurance that the price will not recede, less certainty exists of any material 
advance. Conservative opinion is that it wffl£e better for producers, ultimately, 
if the price does not go ballooning. This view no doubt has double force with 
regard to the general 'public in these isjantfe; for inflation now would only spell 
disaster when the inevitable recurrence of low prices come a few seasons later. 
Mr Stiihgle of the Henry Waterhouse Trust Co, favors us with the following 
extract from, tbe letter of a New York correspondent, dated August 13, which 
contains the opinion above referred to with other interesting matter: 


"On 12th inst. Messrs. Arbuckle Bros, entered the market and purchased 


all the sugars obtainable, amounting to 3000 tons at 4%c. ex store. This leaves a 
spot stock of only 14,000 tons. 


"As cane crops cannot now be planted .for next season and the succeeding 


beet crop does not come in until October, 1905, there is certain to be a heavy 
reduction in the 1,350,000 tons carried over on ist of last October when next 
October arrives, and prospects for 1905 appear brigh^ Of the three important 
factors in the situation—increased consumption, excessive and early rams in Cuba 
and drought in Europe—only the first, could be forecasted. The result is almost 
a runaway market Should the growing c*op t»f beets turn out to be much less 
than estimated there might be a severe shortage, but excessive prices are, as a 
rule, at the expense of succeeding years, and-we therefore believe it will be better 
for producers of sugar, in the long run, If prices go no higher."

GOVERNMENT FINANCES. 


Treasurer Campbell is prepared to pay $30,000 more of registered warrants 


the first of the week. He furnished the bankers the other day with a statement 
to reassure them that all outstanding treasury warrants would be paid in Novem- 
ber. By the Treasurer's published statement for August it will have been seen 
that there was a very great decrease ra both receipts and expenditures as com- 
pared with the corresponding month last year. The figures would indeed suggest 
harder times for both the Government'and thl people than are generally acknowl- 
edged. For August last the current receipts were $66,707-52, or less than one- 
third of the amount in 1903, which was $202,128^3. Current expenditures were 
$347,504.62 in August 1903 and $154407.92 inAugust of this year, a felling off of 
$193,096.70. Even when the loan fund payments of last month are counted, thert 
being none for the previous August, the aggregate/ of publfc money distributed 
falls short $146,115.29 of the outlay in August, 1903. Then the cash balance at 
the end of the month is smaller by $70,433.63 <***-at *he corresponding date last 
year. September opened with $33,054-74 of current revenue, and $419,620.35 of the 
yea.

GENERAL NOTES. 


Speaking of the treasury, an item of yesterday's 'news shows where $200 a 


month is gained—or enough to cover the expense of oversight—by looking after 
a former unconsidered trifle in connection with the public market—An interesting 
item of the week's news was that of an experimental shipment of a hundred fresh 
alligator pears to New York, to be made by the Federal Experiment Station.—In 
view of the prospect of an inland trade from the Coast in Hawaiian fruits, a recent 
decision of tbe Inter-State Commission on a Michigan case, which has been tie- 
ported in the Advertiser, assumes' local importance. It condemned as unlawful 
the imposition of exorbitant refrigeration charges upon fruit in rail transmission. 
The decision inspires confidence that the Inter-State Commission's gobd offices may 
be available to prevent injury to Hawaiian fruit interests by the Coast trust— 
Among realty transactions recently recorded is the purchase of four lots at Kulao- 
kahua, Honolulu, for $8260 by the Hawaiian Electric Co.—Strong adverse criticism 
has been heard upon the policy of the Government in forcing a great many small
